CHAS. STEBBINS 
IS ACQUITTED 


Mr. Justice Boyle Finds Him 
Not Guilty of Stealing Fence 
Wire. 


Charies Stebbins, transfer man of | 


South Edmonton was yesterday ac- 
quitted by Mr. Justice Boyle in the 


Criminal Court of stealing six rolls | 


of fence wire. 

“Although guilty of carelessly deal- 
ing with goods not his own, there was 
no Intent of stealing on part of ac- 
cused and I hold him not gullty, 
waid the Justice. 

A sample of the wire was exhibited 
in court, a loosely woven wire of 
small mesh used for concrete work 
and to the average person not unlike 
chicker, fencing. Bought in Illinois 
in 1907 for $50 per roll it was brought 
to Canada with other effects in 1915, 
swore Mrs. Wilbrey of St. Albert. Af- 
ter the death of her husband in 1917 
she says she jeft it on a vacant lot 
of a friend, not wishing to sell it be- 
fore she néeded the money it would 
bring for the schooling of her daugh- 
ter. It was moved three years ago 
when the lot was sold at the order of 
@ realty agent who told Mr. Steb».ns 
to get the cartage charges from the 
owner. Many prospective buyers were 
directed to the realty man by Steb- 
bins until they were informed it was 
not for sale and the realty man mov- 
ed his office over the river. Meantime 
the wire lay on the lot near Movers 
Limited. 

Wire Is Gone - 

Mrs. Wilbrey says she learned last 
foll from ther friend that the wire was 
gone, Enquiries eventually located ‘he 
etuff, part around a hog pen on the 
farm of James M. Douglas and some 
around a lot of Stebbins, Shoe says 
she agreed to accept it if in good 
saleable order when it was rolled up 
she complained of it having lost half 
its value, Sending a bill for $175 she 
admitted its payment would have 
satisfied her. 

James M. Douglas took the etand

from Steubins for 24 cents a rod and 
paid for it. Stebbins, the accused, 
took the witness box and swore that 
he had not sold !{t but told everysne 
it did not belong to him, although 
Douglas hept at him unt!! he got pos- 
session of some of !t.

If they had used 
more care Douglas would not have 
found himself in this position and 
Stebbins would not have been put to 
the expense of defending himsslf, 
which is his own fault.”

VANCOUVER, B.C., Feb. 2—In re- 
fusing the application of a Japanese 
for citizenship, Judge D Grant, pre- 
siding judge of the court of naturall- 
zation, today stated that he had for 
years been opposed to admitting As'- 
atfés, and proposed to maintain that 
attitude. 

The court remarked that the ap- 
plicant could not get free of his pri- 
mary allegiance to his country of 
birth.

CIVIC BOARDS HOLD 


Over sixty members of the differ- 
ent civic boards and the city council 


discuss ways and means of reducing 
civic expenditures and bringing about 
@ better co-operation betweep ull 
boards in the city. The idea was in- 
stituted by Alderman Werner and ‘he 
members of the boards present stated 
that a continuance of the meetiags 


was bound to result in great benefit 


to the city. 

Mayor Kenneth Blatchford acted 
as chairman and outlined the idea 
of the meeting. He appealed for the 
hearty co-operation of all boards and 
asserted that a considerable saving 
could be effected of a greater mea- 
sure of inter-comimumication ware 
adopted, 

W. T. Henry, M.L.A., chairman of 
the hospital board, stated that he 
was sure that the !dea would be suc- 
cessful, and appealed to all members 
of the civic administration to co-op- 
erate with the board of which he 
was a@ member. He staied that he 
would welcome any suggestions frum 
any quarter that would be beneficial 
to the clty hospitals from either a 
{financial or medical standpoint. 

Mr. Henry wished to correct an {m- 
pression which he stated seemed to 
be prevalent that the hospita! board 
were extravagant and that they had 
exceeded their estimate expenditures 
by $30,000. ‘The hospital board has 
not over spent. Application for a 
grant wac mede to the elty council 
for $80,000," declared Mr. Henry. 
“but the council cut this amount to 
$50,000 and at that time stated that 
if the hospital board found itself un- 
able to keep within that amount it 
could come to the city for a ygurther 
Grant. The board found it imposs!le 
to ‘Keep within the $60,000, and when 
{t approached the city for a further 
grant immediately a cry went up that 
the board was extravagant. 

He asserted that it was not Dos- 
sible to make a hospital pay its own 
way, and considered that the care of 
the sick, who were not able to af- 
ford medical treatment was one of 
the primary functions of a hospital. 
Mr. Henry contended that a consider- 
able loss of revenue to the hospitals 
was accounted for by the fact that 
outside patients were taken in for 
treatment, and that the municipail- 
ties from which they came would not 
pay anything for their support while 
in hospital here. This Mr. Henry con- 
sidered was not fair to the people of 
Edmonton, but, he stated that it was 
not possible to turn a sick man away 
from the doors of an institution 
whose function it was to cure ‘him, 

Dr. Harry Smith stated that the 
utmost economy was being practised 
in the administration of the civic 
hospitals, but contended that further 
economy could be effected by a more 
eareful examination of school ehild- 
ren for signs of infectious diseases 
The big drain on the hospital's funds 
at present, declared Dr, Smith, ig the 
cost of running the isolation hospitel, 
which he claimed cost $36,000 a year 
to operate. He considered that’ the 
curtalling of the medical staff of the 
school board was not a sound econo- 
mic move, and instanced the raise in 
the number of infectious cases treat- 
ed in the Isolation in 1924, as com- 
pared with 1923, before the school 
board medical staff was reduced,

There will be very veneral ap 
proval of the proposal. It may even be doubted 
that any urging was required. The discarded Act 
was originally drawn by the present Prime Min- 
ister, and the effected and 
tie-ups prevented under it stands as 4 notable con 
tribution by him to the cause of industrial peace 
That legislative provision will be made of means 
to carry on the good work there cannot be a 
doubt. 

Having so long ago laid down the principle 
that an industrial dispute is a matter in which the 
public have a right to consideration, it 1s not to be 
supposed that Canada shall now revert to the pre 
vious unregulated condition and leave it to the 
‘‘hoss’’ and his employees to fight out their dit 
ferences without regard to the incidental hardship 
they may inflict upon the community. If organ- 
ized labor prefers that the measure of control over 
both employer and employee which was enunci 
ated in the Industria] Disputes Act shall be pre- 
served, and perhaps extended, certainly the gen 
eral public have no reason to long for a return to 
the days when either party could tie-up an indus 
try at pleasure without regard to the results upon 
other people.

A CHANGE OF SENTIMENT. 

The Grain Growers at their Regina convention 
seem to have heard quite a few ‘‘cheer up” 
speeches, and not many of the other kind. The 
convention of the United Farmers at Calgary ap- 
spears to have been less than usual a clearing house 
for complaints. These are encouraging signs, none 
the less welcome because conspicuous in former 


vears by their absence. The conditions of the 
western farmer have improved during the year 
far more than there was any hope to expect, and 


largely through the operation of forces beyond 


his control. The world is paying him more for 
wheat now than it ever did before except in war 
time, corresponding prices for other grains, and 


better prices than usual, though still dispropor- 
tionate, for some other farm products 

Properly used, the proceeds from last season's 
crop will go farther than the proceeds of any pre- 
vious crop to get the western farmer out of debt 
and put him in position to finance his operations 
without being at the mercy of anyone. As he ap- 
proaches that position of independence his cause 
for complaint is growing less; and the opportunity 
of visionaries to tie him up to economic nostrums 
and political fads is fading away. Sanity is largely 
a matter of circumstances. Bolshevik delusions 
only flourish among those who ate hard up. 
Those reformers who have capitalized the farm- 
er’s distress £ him how 
hopeless his condition was, are in a fair way to 
find themselves out of a job.

NO FEDERAL MONEY FOR ‘‘DOLES.”’ 


Toronto, Hamilton and St. Catharines have 
been applying to Ottawa for money to hand out 
as ‘‘doles’’ to unemployed men. With no better 
suecess than rewarded the western cities which 
invited the Government to provide funds for local 
relief works. To a delegation representing the 
three Ontario cities Premier King again defined 
the position of the Federal administration in 
respect to the provision of force work or unem- 
ployment pensions. This question, he said, fell 
within the jurisdiction of the provincial authori- 
ties. The Dominic n has assumed obligations which 
taxed its revenues and forbad the undertaking of 
fresh expenditures. If help were given to ons 
city it would have to be given to all cities which 
applied for it, end the drain upon the funds would 
be heavy. The construction of projected public 
works would be speeded up, but beyond that there 
was little or no prospéct of assistance being avail. 
able at the expense of the national treasur: 

No doubt it will be disappointing to the tar- 
payers of the eastern cities, as to those of the 
western communities, that Federal help is not 
forthcoming. In most of these centres there is a 
good deal of unavoidable idleness; and a good 
deal more of the voluntary kind. Civic funds are 
being spent in fairly large amounts, and a certain 
measure of assistance has been given by provincial 
authorities. The situation is not one in which the 
Dominion Ministers can be charged with a want 
of sympathy either with the unemployed or with 
the cities. Of necessity the municipality must be 
the channel through which relief is given. If the 
Dominion gave financial help it could onl, 
by handing over money to be spent by local coun 
cils. The Government could have no adequatc 
contro] over the expenditure, but it be 
responsible for the use of the money to Parlia- 
ment, and Parliament in turn responsibie to the 
taxpayers of the country. The municipa! council 
is in position to find out whether an applicant 
needs and deserves help. The Dominion is not. 
The Provincial Government is close enough to the 
situation to know within reasonable certainty 
whether its contributions are being properly used 
or wasted. The Dominion Government is too far 
renicved to have such knowledge or to exercise 
intelligent control over the spending of funds 
contributed by it 

That aside. The Dominion has a debt of more 
than two billion dollars upon which it must pay 
interest, and which must be whittled down if 
there is to be any reduction in future taxation. A 
year ago @ substantial cut was made in the tariff, 
for the purpose of encouraging investment ard 
increased production. The hope was that increased 
imports would off-set the reduction in the rates 
and keep the revenue up to the amount that is 
required. Recent statements have not verified 
that expectation. Imports have been falling off, 
instead of increasing. However, satisfactory that 
may be from the standpoint of those who hold a 
favorable balance of trade to be the sign of a 
betterment in conditions, the result is to leave the 
Federal treagury short of cash. Hints have beeu

have been excessive, From which it inay be in- 
ferred that the Minister of Finance will have to 
report a deficit of larger or smal) proportions on 
the year’s operations. If that is the case it means 
that the national debt is going up, not down, 
While that is the case it will be useless to appeal 
to any cabinet of sane men at Ottawa for grants 
in aid of any enterprise that does not fall clearly 
and definite)y within the responsibilities of the 
Dominion authority; or for any enterprise which 
cannot be claimed to be really necessary.
